2. SECTION B: 

A. SUMMARY. ALTHOUGH DATA IS FRAGMENTARY, THERE 
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APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN LITTLE CHANGE IN EITHER 
PATTERN OR EXTENT OE DRUG ABUSE AND TRAEEICKING 
IN INDONESIA DURING SECOND HALE 1974. THIS 
PERIOD SAW CONTINUED PROGRESS BY GOI IN 
STRENGTHENING POLICE ENFORCEMENT CAPABILITY 
AND IMPROVING FACILITIES EOR TREATMENT OE DRUG 
VICTIMS. EMBASSY/GOI DISCUSSIONS INITIATED IN 
OCTOBER HAVE LED TO AGREEMENT (STILL TO BE 
EINALIZED) EOR OPENING OE DEA OEFICE ATTACHED 
TO EMBASSY; DEA EXPECTS TO BE ABLE PROVIDE 
AGENT TO OPEN OFEICE IN EARLY FY 76. 

B. DRUG ABUSE. TWO AREAS OF MOST CONCERN CONTINUE 
TO BE OPIUM SMOKING AMONG CHINESE POPULATION, 

PARTICULARLY IN RIAU ISLANDS AND IN JAKARTA, 

AND USE OE MARIJUANA AND TO A EESSER EXTENT, 

HARD DRUGS (PRINCIPAELY MORPHINE) BY MIDDEE JED 
UPPER CLASS YOUTH IN JAKARTA. THOUGH STATISTICS 
ARE EIMITED, INCIDENCE OF DRUG ABUSE BY EITHER 
GROUP DOES NOT APPEAR TO HAVE SIGNIFICANTLY HNCREASED. 

RECENT AID-FUNDED SURVEY FOUND DRUG USE AMONG 
JAKARTA HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS REMAINS AT 2-3-0/0 
OF STUDENT POPULATION, UNCHANGED FROM SIMILAR 
1972 STUDY. GOI REPORTS ESTIMATE TOTAE NUMBER 
OF ADDICTS AT 19,000, OUT OF POPULATION OF 130 
MILLION. 

C. PRODUCTION AND PROCESSING. MARIJUANA IS GROWN 
IN INDONESIA AND SENT ABROAD EITHER IN LEAF 
FORM OR AS OPIUM ALTHOUGH COCA IS FOUND IN 

INDONESIA, THERE IS NO PRESENT INDICATION OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ILLICIT PROCESSING. OPIUM IS NOT GROWN, 

THERE HAS BEEN NO EVIDENCE TO DATE OF CLANDES- 
TINE HEROIN LABOGSTORIES. 

D. TRAFFICKING TRENDS. ROUTES AND COMMODITIES 
REMAIN BASICALLY UNCHANGED. MARIJUANA AND 
MARIJUANA OIL SMUGGLED FROM INDONESIA TO 
SINGAPORE, MALAYSIA AND AUSTRALIA. RAW OPIUM, 

MORPHINE BASE, AND HEROIN SMUGGELED INTO 
INDONESIA FROM BANGKOK, HONGKONG AND SINGAPORE. 

SOME IS FOR INDONESIAN MARKET, SOME GOES ONWARD 
PRINCIPALLY TO AUSTRALIA BUT ALSO TO EUROPE 

VIA AMSTERDAM. 

3. REGIONAL AND MULTILATERAL COOPERATION. GOI 
PARTICIPATED IN COLOMBO PLAN REGIONAL NARCOTICS 
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CONFERENCE, BANGKOK, JULY 29-AUGUST 3; FAR EAST 
REGIONAL MEETING SPONSORED BY UN ECOSOC 
COMMISSION ON NARCOTICS DRUGS, BANGKOK, 

SEPT. 2-6; AND WHO SEMINAR ON DRUG ABUSE, 

JAKARTA, OCT. 7-12. CHIEE OE POLICE NARCOTTDS 
DIRECTORATE PARTICIPATED IN DISCUSSIONS OE 
DRUG COMMITTEE AT INTERPOL ANNUAL ASSEMBLY, 
CANNES, IN SEPTEER. 

E. EMBASSY AND HOST GOVERNMENT ACTIVITIES. IN 
JULY GOI MADE EORMAL REQUEST EOR ASSIGNMENT 
OE DEA REPRESENTATIVE TO JAKARTA. SUBSEQUENT 
EMBASSY/GOI DISCUSSIONS HAVE LAID BASIS EOR 
USG-GOI UNDERSTANDING ON ESTABLISHMENT OF DEA 
OEFICE, WHICH DEA IS EXPECTED TO BE ABLE TO 
OPEN IN EARLY EY 76. LOCAL DEA PRESENCE SHOULD 
EACILITATE LIAISON AND EXCHANGE OE INEORMATION 
WITH BENEEIT TO DRUG CONTROL EEEORTS OE BOTH USG 
AND GOI. 

G. ENEORCEMENT. MAJOR STEP EORWARD IN GOI NARCOTICS 
CONTROL HAS BEEN ESTABLISHMENT THIS YEAR OE 
NATIONAL POLICE NARCOTICS DIRECTORATE, WITH 40 
PERSONNEL ASSIGNED OUT OE PLANNED TOTAL OE 100. 
MANY OE THOSE ASSIGNED TO DIRECTORATE HAVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RECEIVED USG-SPONSORED TRAINING, EITHER IN- 
COUNTRY OR IN US OR PHILIPPINES. USG SUPPORT, 
ESPECIALLY AUDIO-VISUAL EQUIPMENT HAS HELPED 
POLICE ESTABLISH THEIR OWN NARCOTICS TRAINING 
PROGRAM. 

DURING FIRST HALF OF 1974 GOI REPORTED SEIZURE 
OE 404 KG. MARIJUANA, 714 KG. OPIUM, AND 1.1 KG. 
MORPHINE. NO TOTALS YET AVAILABLE EOR SECOND 
HALF OF YEAR, BUT THERE HAVE BEEN A NUMBER OE 
ARRESTS AND SEIZURES, INCLUDING 14 KG. OE HEROIN, 
OPIUM, AND MORPHINE SEIZED AT JAKARTA AIRPORT 
AND 16 KG. OP OPIUM SEIZED ON PREIGHTER IN 
SURABAYA. 

H. INCOME SUBSTITUTION. NOT APPLICABLE. 

8. TREATMENT/REHABILITATION/EDUCATION. DRUG 
DEPENDENCE UNITS NOW PUNCTIONING IN JAKARTA, 
BANDUNG, AND SURABAYA (THREE LARGEST CITIES), 
UTILIZING PERSONNEL TRAINED UNDER USG ASSIS- 
TANCE PROJECT. IN OCTOBER POLICE OPENED NEW 
JUVENILE DETENTION HOME IN JAKARTA WITH 
REHABILITATION PACILITIES AVAILABLE TO YOUTHPUL 
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DRUG OFFENDERS.
